The President-Elect Returns to Albany 


from Greystone Without Return- 
ing to New York. 


THE DEPARTURE FROM GREYSTONE. 
SCENES AT THE DEPOT AK THE PRESIDENT- 
ELECT LEFT. 

Yorkers, N. I., Feb. %.—From early this 

orning @ crowd was around the New York 

ntral depot here, eager to catch a glimpse of 
President-elect Cleveland. At 8:30 George M. 
Smith, Tilden’s private secretary, arrived from 
New York and was immediately driven to Grey- 
stone. The following tram brought Smith M. 
Weed, who at once went to Tilden’s 
residence, as did the Hon. Jonn H. 
Oberly, Chaieman-..of the Democratic 
State Central Committee of Iilinois. A long 
consultation followed, At 2:55 Tuden's pri- 
vate coach drew up to the depot, and Cleve 
land, Daniel Manning, and Secretary Smith 
stepped from the coach and were joined by 
Weed and Oberly. The next train due at the 
station was at 3:30, which is not sched- 
uled to stop until reaching Cold Spring. 
It is an Alhany express and when it slacked up 
and finally stopped railroad men expressed con- 
siderable surprise: but when Cleveland, Man- 
ning, and Oberly stepped into the parlor-car 
the cause of the stoppage was explained. As 
they reached the car platform they turned and 
raised their hats to the gazing crowd, which 
returned the salute as the train pulled out. 
Cleveland and Manning go direct to Albany. 
Col. Daniel 8S. Lamont was among those beside 
the above-mentioned gentlemen who called at 
Tuden's. Lamont, in conversation with a re- 
porter this afternoon, said that since Cleve- 
land had been the guest of Tilden there had 
been no consultation whatever with leading 
politicians of this or any other State. 


CLEVELAND AT ALBANY. 
A SUDDEN RETURN DIRECT FROM GREYSTONE. 
ALBANY, N. T., Feb. 9.—[{Special.]|—Grover 
Cleveland did not return to the Victoria Hotel 


in New York today, but telegraphed to Col. 


Lamont to join him and Manning in Yonkers, 
Tilden’s railway station, and to return with 
him to Albany. The party, consisting of Cleve- 
land, Mr. and Mrs. Manning, and Lamont, ar- 
rived here at 7:30, attracting but little atten- 
tion on the way. All attempts at interviewing 
were repulsed, and official information about 
the Cleveland visit to Tilden is, therefore, out 
6f the question. Col. Lamont said Cleveland 
had been in Greystone ot so much for advice 
as for the purpose of resting and pleasing 
Tilden. Manning’s presence during the visit 
had no political significance whatever. This 
statement is what had to be expected from dis- 
creet Col. Lamont, but it sounds very fishy in 
the face of the fact that Cleveland's visit at 
Greystone was preceded by a lhiirriedly-ar- 
ranged conference between Randall, Manning, 
and Tilden. That the representation of New 
York in the Cabinet was the principal theme 
of conversation at Greystone yesterday and to- 


day may be accepted as a fact, and there seem 
to have been great need for its discussion. 


Mr. Oleveland’s first choice. *~ undoubtedly 
Manning; but the latter, is whispered, 
will not accept if Bayard isi so to be called 
into the Cabinet. Bayard would be a possibil- 
ity för the State Department only, as his ap- 
pointment to the Treasury would give Tam- 
many practical control of New York City, and 
would therefore antagonize the County Democ- 
racy, Cleveland’s most reliable support. At 
the same time Cleveland may have learned 
in New York that the appointment of Manning 
to the Treasury portfolio would embarrass his 
Administration from the start, as it would 
make Tammany Hall its better factor. For this 
reason it is more than likely that the 
Treasury portfolio will not be given to 
a New York man, and that the Empire State 
will be represented in the Cabinet by some 
new man who bas not yet been ju the mouth 
of everybody, that Bayard’s chances for a 
Cabinet position bave been improved by the 
visit to Tilden is not very probable, and among 
the few political wiseacres assembled in the 
Victoria Hotel this morning it was generally 
predicted that Bayard would not go into the 


Cabinet. 
YOUNG BLOOD WANTED. 


As to the state of Cleveland’s mind on the 
Cabinet question, Judge Lochrane of Georgia 
said this morning that he had been singu- 
larly struck during a long conversation he 
had with Cleveland in Albany by the latter's 
eagerness to obtain full information about ris- 
ing young men and his indifference to political 
leaders. Cleveland to him seemed to be im- 
pressed with the idea that men accustomed to 
be looked upen as leaders in their localities 
were as a rule too much in love with them- 
selves to pay close attention to the signs of the 
times, and that men living on the traditions of 
the party should make room to those who were 
alive to the necessities of the present time and 
would bow to the logic of events. For this 
reason Judge Lochrane thought that Cleveland's 
Cabinet would contain more names compara- 
tively new to the public than bad been men- 
tioned thus far. Judge Lochrane also stated 
that he was no candidate for any position, but 
that Gen. A. R. Lawton of Savannah, Ga., a 
prominent railway man, was being strongly 
urged for the Post-Office Department. 

THE ILLINOIS SENATORSHIP. 

It was learned today that Gen. Black of li- 
nois bas formally notified his friends at Cleve- 
land’s court that he has no show for 
the Senatorship and wants to go into 
the Cabinet if an [Illinois man is 
to get there. Cleveland will not leave 
Albany again before he goes to Washington, 
and will receive nobody whom he does not in- 
vite, but there is no doubt that his housemaid 
will be kept busy answering the door-bell and 
that Col. Lamont will have to doa great deal 
of handshaking with Democratic patriots. 


RUMOR’S THOUSAND TONGUES. 

DAMAR SAID TO BE KICKING UP HIS HEELS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.|—Of 
all the recent visitors to Mr. Cleveland who 
have returned here Senator Lamar today re- 
ceived the most attention. He was more in 
demand tba even Senator Gorman. Lamar 
talked*freely of his interview with Cleveland. 


He said, laughingly, when your correspondent 


approached him: I'm not going in; I'm not 
going in, referring to the Cabinet, since near- 
ly all who had spoken to him since his re@urn 
congratulated him as a prospective Cabinet 
official. He admitted that he had a 
long talk with Cleveland. He said it 
was not specially in reference to the 
Oabinet. He said enough to show that he was 
freely consulted in regard to the most impor- 
tant questions relating to the next Administra- 
tion, but stated positively that he was not of- 
fered a Cabinet position. Senator Pugh of 
Alabama says he felt it to be his duty to urge 
the appointment of Lamar ana Garland to the 
Cabinet as the two greatest men of the South. 


Pugh is confident that Lamar and Garland will 


be invited into the Cabinet, though he admits 
that he bas no positive information. He says 
it is accepted as a fact by everybody around 


‘ 


Senators today that Lamar would accept a 
Cabinet position if tendered him. Lamar bas 
been today in exuberont spirits, something 
very unusual for bim of late. It is evident 
that something occurred between Cleveland 
and himself to please the Senator very much. 
When it was suggested to him that the ap- 
pointment of Bayard, Garland, and himself to 
the Cabinet would take three of the 
strongest and blest Democrats out 
of the Senate, he replied: “But even 
better men may be sent in our places.“ 
Gen. Walthall of Mississippi is a devoted friend 
of Lamar, and the latter has been anxious to 
aid him to secure some prominent position in 
public lite. It is rumored that Lamar com- 
mended Walthall to Cleveland tor Postmaster- 
General, Lamar had promised to aid Money. 
The belief that Walthail would succeed him in 
the senate would no doubt largely influence 
him to accept a @abinet position. It seems 
quite certain that should Bayard decline the 
State Department it would be offered to Lamar. 
Hut nobody believes now that Bayard will 
decline. He has no confidants in the Senate. 
Nothing is known as to his intentions, but from 
various remarks he has made tt is the belief of 
Democratic Senators that he intends to accept. 
Lamar bas not been offered a Cabinet position 
yet, though there is no doubt that he was 
treated with great distinction. 
SPECULATION AND GOSSIP. 

Senatore-Kenna and Camden say that they 
had a pleasant meeting with Clevelaud. They 
informed nim that West Virgina would feel 
pleased to see ex-Senator Davis in the Cabinet, 
but that the Democracy of that State did not 
make this a condition of their support. Sen- 
ator Williams of Kentucky says he went 
merely to pay his respects. He told Cleveland 
that Kentucky bad no aspirant for the Cabinet. 
Some of the returned Senators think Garland 
and Jonas will be the two Southern appoint- 
ments. The Senators who saw Mr. Cleveland 
say that he is most perplexed about the selec- 
tion of a Secretary of the Treasury. 

THE CASE SUMMED UP. 

A gentleman who has special facilities for in- 
formation makes the following statement as to 
the result of the recent interviews of Con- 
gressmen with Cleveland: 

“The Cabinet situation in brief is this: 
Cleveland naturally desires to satisfy his per- 
sonal preference, and at the same time would 
be glad to secure the approval of his party. 
It is bis personal preference that both Mr. 
Whitney and Mr. Vilas shall be in his Cabinet. 
The difficulty is to know what to do with them. 
The Treasury is the keynote. All the cor- 
porate and monopoly influence in the Demo- 
cratic party, and much that is outside the 
Democratic party, is now being used in the in- 
terest of these two men. The embarrassment 
about Whitney bas been that he has no knowl- 
edge of National finance. The largest financial 
undertaking in which he has been engaged 
s the planning of a railroad from Harris- 
burg to Pittsburg, in which he has been 
supported by Vanderbilt and Carnegie. 
He is a relative of the Payne family of Ohio 
by marriage, and such personal and social in- 
fluence as they may have will be exerted in his 
favor. He bas much railroad influence. He 
cannot be said to have any considerable popu- 
lar influence. His name certainly is not wide- 
ly known beyond his own State. He has no 
special views as to the Treasury, its history, or 
its needs, Cleveland can hardly maké Whit- 
ney his Secretary of the Treasury. Cleveland 
now understands that. Whitney wpuld be 
glad to be Attorney-General, failing to secure 
the Treasury. But Cleveland is of the opinion

Mat position is Garland. Upon that point 


his mind is pretty well at rest. Whit- 
ney very mach wishes to come to 
Washington. The ambition of his family tends 
in that direction. His wife is very anxious to 
be bere as a Cabinet lady. Whitney bas been 
looking fora house. Mr. Bayard has known 
that he could have the State Dephrtment if he 
wished it. The formal tender ot it will be 
made this week. If he shal! decide not to ac- 
cept it the position will probably be tendered 
to Lamar. But the Treasury is the key to 
the situation. That question settied, the 
task of making the remainder of the 
selections will be less difficult. Cleve- 
land desired to appoint a New Yorker. 
Hewitt's name has been under consideration. 
Hewitt's abilities are known. He bas always 
been a consistent Democrat. He has never 
failed to aid the party by bis advice and his 
purse. In the last three Presidential cam- 
paigns the contributions of Mr. Hewitt and of 
Mr. Whitney to the Democrat campaign fund 
have not been less than $200,000. Hewitt in 
the last campaign, when the committee was in 
atignt place, dead-broke in fact, contributed 
$60,000. If tendered the Treasury he 
would accept. If he should do 
so, he would reorganize the entire 
department. He would abolish the present 
system of accounting. The report that Hewitt 
is to buy a house here because he has been 
tendered the Treasury portfolio is inexact. 
Hewitt is negotiating for a house bere, but that 
fact has no relation to Mr. Cleveland’s Admin- 
istration. Mr. Hewitt has iron-mill property 
on the Delaware & Hudson Railroad and he has 


is ex-Secretary Robeson, desires to purchase 
them. The house and grounds of Robeson in 
Washington have been offered in part pay- 
ment. Negotiations to that effect are pending, 
but are not comsummated and have no connec- 
tion with Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. Whitney, it 
probably is not known, had something to do 
with the cipher dispatches. Tilden on that ac- 
count is friendly to him.” 
A CABINET SLATE. 

The slate in Mr. Cleveland's mind tonight 
would probably read as follows: Secretary of 
State, Thomas F. Bayard of Delaware; Treas- 
ury, Joseph E. MeDonald of Indiana; War, 
William F. Vilas of Wisconsin; Navy, William 
C. Whitney of New York; Postmaster-General, 
George B. McClellan of New Jersey; Interior, 
L. O. C. Lamar of Mississippi: Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Augustus H. Garland of Arkansas. The 
above is the combined result of conversations 
with three leading United States Senators who 
have visited New York this week and who 
have made up a Cabinet among themselves 
which seems to them to be probabie, at least 
under all of the circumstances. 

OPINIONS OF CLEVELAND. 

A number of these leading gentiemen were 
asked today by your correspondent to give 
their opinion about Mr. Cleveland and the im- 
pression made upon them by their visit to New 
York. One of the first men sought was Randall 
of Pennsylvania. It is understood that he

place. Mr. Randall smiled grimly when he 
was asked to talk about his visit. Said

SMUGGLING CORPSES. 


A IAvely Traflic Between the United 
States and Canada, 

BUFFALO, N. V., Feb. 9.—|Special.}—Several 
cases have lately been prosecuted before the 
United States authorities here, the offenders 
being charged with smuggling butter and even 
hay into this city. A more serious case today 
is the seizure by customs authorities at Fort 
Erie, just opposit Buffalo, of 300 pounds of 
solder, tin, tools, etc., used by the Fort Erie 
canning factory. The officers have seized the 
filled and empty cans which are stored in the 
factory, and also the canned goods which have 
been sold to dealers in the village and the sur- 
rounding country. The horses and wagons 
used to cart the solder were also seized and the 
owner was obliged to give a $200 forfeit to use 
them until the case could be beard. b 

It is also learned that certain parti, under- 
stood to be in the employ of Toronto doctors, 


are said 40 have engaged in smuggling corpses 
from this city to Canada, sotwithstanding 
that such traffic is punishable by imprison- 
ment. Men, apparently in the doctors’ em- 
ploy, have on one or more oconsions obtained 
bodies surreptitiously, packed taem in barrels, 
and rowed them across Niagara at night.

THE BLIZZARD. 


The Storm of Sunday Night and 
Yesterday the Worst for 
Years. 


Business Generally at a Standstill— 


Scenes in the City—Railroads 
and Mails. 


Heavy Drifts and Blockaded Railroads 
in the Northwest—Winter Light- 
ning—Rain in the South. 


CHICAGO AND VICINITY, 


A REAL BLIZZARD. 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

The severe snow-storm and brisk northerly 
gale that set in Sunday evening continued with 
uninterMupted violence throughout yesterday. 
The snow fell like an avalanche, and the fu- 
rious winds piled it up in mountainous beaps, 
blockading the railroads, filling the street-car 
tracks, and rendering the streets and sidewalks 
almost impassable. Railroad travel was prac- 
tically at a standstill, and it was only with the 
greatest difficulty that the street-car companies 
succeeded in keeping their tracks in anything 
like running order. There were but few heavy 
trucks or other vebicles on the Wtreets, and 
the hansoms and gurneys were particularly 
conspicuous for their absence. All of 
the mails were badly delayed, and after 
the matter received Sunday had been delivered 
the carriers had but little todo. Tue ajtrac- 
tions at the various theatres played to empty 
benches and many ot the schools were forced 
to suspend for want of pupils. Business-men 
did nothing but grumble. The large retail 
dry-goods stores were the greatest losers. 
Monday is usually their heaviest tradmg day, 
but as the women did not venture out on 
shopping tours the clerks were almost idle. 
Briefly summed up, the storm is unquestiona- 
bly the most sere one in every respect that 
has visited Chicago sigce the blustering winter 
of 1880. People can now form some idea ef 
what a blizzard really is, as this storm is the 
first one this city has exper.enced—a blizzard 
being so called from the way the snow driven 
by a high wind cuts and lacerates any unpro- 
tected portions of the body. If one could im- 
agine himself out on a prairie a hundred miles 
from human babitation facing such a storm he 
would understand how some of the frontier 
people suffer. * 

A COLD WAVE PREDICTED. t 

The officer in charge of the signal-service sta- 
tion said there were strong indications that the 
storm would die out about midnight, and pre- 
dicted a decided fall in the temperature today. 
The storm, he said, had originated near the Gulf 
of Mexico and had taken a northeasterly course. 
The afternoon bulletins showed that the storm 
centre had shifted to the Ohio Valley region 
and was rapidly being driven eastward. The 
probabilities were New York would be 
visited by the blizzard Barly this morning. 

South of the Ohio River there was a drizzling 
rain in nearly allof the States, while north of 
that dividing line snow was falling in great 
quantities. In the extreme Northwest the 
weather was very cold, the thermometer rang- 
ing from 15° to 45° below zero. It was s“ below 
at Des Moines and only 1° below at 
St. Paul, but, as the mercury stood at 
18° below at Bismarck, St. Paul is pretty sure 


to catch a cold snap before many hours. Tue 


cold wave was rapidly approaching the Lake 
region, and it is not unlikely that many Chica- 
go people will find their water-pipes frozen 
solid this morning. 

THE CABLE CARS. 

Snow-plows passed over the cable-car tracks 
every ten minutes, but tne snow drifted back 
almost as fast as it was throwg aside, and the 
grips were frequently stalled. At times trains 
on the State street and Wabash avenue lines 
would remain stationary for fifteen or twenty 
minutes. Then the male passengers would 
growl out their ill-luck, curse the weather, the 
conductor, the driver, the company, and, in fact, 
were as ill-natured and disagreeable as possi- 
ble. The women were all smiles. They re- 
mained patiently in their seats and sympa- 
thized with tne half-frozen drivers and con- 
ductors. A score of shovelers would piteh into 
the snow-banks and finally get the tracks 
cleared. Then the grip would start again, go 
a block or two, and come toa dead stop. An- 
other gang of shovelers woula soon make their 
appearanee, remove the impenetrable barrier, 
and allow the train to once more get under 
headway. About noon the cars com- 
menced to run more regularly, and 
were plunging along in pretty good 
shape iast evening. The company devoted 
most of its attention to keeping the cable-tracks 
clear, consequently the suburban lines had to 
euffer. The Euglewood cars were the first to 
give up. They succeeded in forcing a way 
through the snow-drifts during the morning, 
but the wind howled across the prairies with 
increased violence during the afternoon and 
the tracks were buried from sight much more 
rapidly than they could becleared. At 3 o’ciock 
in the afternoon the company abandoned the 
line and the cars were all ordered in. The cars 
on the Stock- Yards division were kept running 
up to 7 o' clock. but they made poor time and 
were frequently stalled by the ever-drifting 


snow. , 
i . THE NORTH SIDE. 

The North Division Company did everything 
in its power to keep the tracks clear, and suc 
ceeded very well under the circumstances, the 
snow-plows, sweepers, and an army of shovel- 
ers keeping the tracks pretty. clear. All of 
the night cars succeeded in struggling through 
the snow-banks Sunday night, but it was, of 
course, impossible to rud them on time. The 
Sedgwick and Larrabee street cars, which were 
filled to overflowing when the theatres let out, 
founa the tracks on Chicago avenue complete- 
ly blockaded and were obliged to gu around 
by Division street. By morning, however, cars 
were able to run on Chicago avenue. Only 
one-haif of the regular number of cars were 
kept running yesterday, and they required 
four horses each. As the drivers had all they 
could do to handle the reins an extra man was 
detailed on each car to handle the brake. None 
of the cars made anything like schedule time. 
The ordinary running time from one end of the 
route to the other is about thirty- 
five minutes for the Lincoln ave- 
nue, Garfield avenue, Limits, Clybourn 
avenue, and Larrabee street lines, but yester- 
day the time was nearly doubled. The great- 
est difficulty was experienced in the six-blocks 
stretch along Lincoln Park. Great clouds of 
snow were whirled across the park by the brisk 
lake winds, completely burying the tracks. A 
large force of shovelers was stationed there 
all day, and managed to keep the tracks in 
fairly good running order. 

WEST SIDE LINES. 

Sunday night the West Division Company 
ordered out nineteen snow-plows and kent 
them running allday. There were also several 
hundred shovelers at work on the various lines, 
and the travks were in fair runnmg order. 
About one-half the regular number of cars 
were kept running. The s«reatest diffi- 
culty in keeping the tracks cleared 
was experienced in the northwestern section 
of the city. Tho northwest wind played sad 
havoc with the shovelers on Milwaukee ave- 
nue, upwards of 100 men being required to 
successfully battle with the elements.

LATTLE SUFFERING AMONG THE CATTIE— 
BLOCKADED TRAINS. 


There was but little suffering among cattle 
at the Stock-Yards; but shippers were in a 


state of great anxiety over the detention of 
stock-trains. Reports from all over the West- 
ern country stated that trains containmg live- 
stock were snowed in on all of the railroads, 
so that shippers were apprebensive that large 
numbers would perish from exposure. In 
view of the serious condition of affairs several 
members of the Live-Stock Exchange attempt- 
ed to hold a meeting last evening, but owing to 
the small attendance decided to adjourn. Sev- 
eral trains bound for the Stock-Yards with 
live-stock are snow-bound near the city limits. 
A train composed of thirty-three cars, loaied 
with cattle, sheep, aud hogs, was stuck ina 
snow-bank on the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paui near Western avenue last evening. 
Fifteen nes and 100 men were trying to re- 
lease it. ven cars of cattie on the same 
road were lying back of the Stock- Yards, being 
unable to proceed further. Twenty-seven car- 
loads of cattle, drawn by thirteen engines, 
the yards on the Chicago & North- 
western last evening. Three loaded stock-cars 
on the Iltinois Central were blockaded at Ellis 
avenue. A stock-train composed of twenty- 
five cars was reported snowed in on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy a few miles this side 
of Aurora. All of the railroads refused to re- 
ceive stock for shipment until the biockade is 
raised. The passenger-trains running between 
the Stock-Yards and the city on the Lake Shore 
Road were abandoned at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon.

Louis, New York, and Philadelphia, protest- 
ing against what they call the false and slan- 
derous charges made before the Committee 
on Commerce by men ignorant of the busi- 
ness relating to the present method of -ship- 
ping livestock, and against the passage of 
the Hopkins resolution.

Tue blizzard which has been sweeping 
through the Northwest during the last thirty- 
six hours is one of the wildest storms ex- 
perienced in this region for years. The rail- 
roads are blockaded everywhere and many 
trains have been abandoned in the snow- 
drifts. The weather has been especially 
fierce through all the Lower Lake region 
from here to Buffalo. From the extreme 
Northwest a frigid wave is spreading. Busi- 
ness has been almost at a standstill. 


Tur Fortifications Appropriation bill has 
been completed by the sub-committee of the 
House Appropriations Committee. It pro- 
vides for an appropriation of $4,935,000. Of 
this sum $2,060,000 is set apart for the im- 
provement of the new works of defense at 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, San Fran- 
cisco, and Hampton Roads. The President 
is directed to appointa board to propose a 
plan for the construction of defensive works 
at New Orleans. For the erection of such for- 
tifications as are deemed necessary by the 
Secretary of War for the defense of other 
ports of the United States $200,000 is appro- 
priated, and $300,000 for the purchase of a 
pattern of submarine mines for harbor de- 
fense. Large appropriations are recommend- 
ed for the armament of sea-coast fortifica- 
tions. 


THE BUNGLED KHARTOUM EXPEDI- 
TION. 


The British military self-sufficiency and 
circumlocution office have never been shown 
in a clearer light than in the route which was 
chosen for the advance of Gen. Wolseley's 
expedition from Assouan to Khartoum. A year 
or so ago a Scotch newspaper correspondent 
named Cameron, who had been a great travel- 
er and was acquainted with Upper Egypt—in- 
deed had traveled the desert route from Sua- 
kin to Berber—visited and traveled exten- 
sively in this country. His roving disposition 
led him all over the United States, and among 
the many observations which particularly fm- 
pressed him were the facility and rapidity 
with which railroads are built on the West- 
ern plains and prairies. 

When he arrived home, the question of the 
Wolseley expeditiog was under consideration, 
in the English War-Office. He wrote to the 
Duke of Cambridge, whois at the head of 
the army, and told him what he had seen 
of railway building in the desert regions of 
America, and urged upon him the project of 
improvising a railroad from Suakiw to Berber, 
a distance of 280 miles, between the Red Sea 
and the Nile, and advised him to secure 
American contractors and expert tracklayers, 
who, reinforced by Egyptian labor, such as 
was necessary, could build the line at the 
rate of five or six miles per day by working 
at night by means of are lights, and at 
an expense of not to exceed $10,000 
per mile for narrow-gage or from 
$15,000 to $20,000 for a wide-gage 
road. Mr. Cameron’s suggestion was 
scouted at as impractigable and nonsensical. 
It was not based on the English principle of 
circumlocution and clumsiness. There was 
nothing like it in the Blue Books. It was too 
prompt and rapid a style of campaigning to 
admit of red tape. Finally, it was the 
American method of doing things, and that 
was enough to condemn it; for, they argued, 
the Americans knew nothing of railroad- 
building after a fashion that would be satis- 
factory to the English. So Mr. Cameron’s 
plan was rejected and the Nile route of res- 
cuing Gordon and saving Khartoum was 
chosen. 

The Wolseley expedition was organized. 
A large camel corps was )provided, an ani- 
mal to which British soldiers were unaccus- 
tomed, and consequently several weeks were 
exhausted in camel drills. Then 1,000 whale 
boats were sent out from England carrying 
afew men and about a ton of supplies and 
munitions. So far as the camels are con- 
cerned, even the London Times now con- 
fesses that Gen. Wolseley has- not enough of 
them to send a strong reinforcing column 
forward to Stewart's help. The whale boats 
were nota success. The War Department 
estimated that they would make the trip from 
Wady-Halfa to Berber in forty days. The 
pioneer force left Gemai Nov. 1, and the last 
whale boat was expected to reach Korti Jan. 
$1, but has not yet! The distance of the 
bad portions of the river is 410 miles 
and the passage has required 100 days, 
though there was no resistance offered by 
the Arabs on this part of the route. This 
gives an average progress of about four and 
a quarter miles per day! From Korti to 
Metemneh by river is 440 miles and to Khar- 
toum 530 miles. It is plainly therefore 
out of the question to reinforce Stewart by 
the whale boats from Korti, for at their rate 
of progress, not to estimate the delays oc- 
easioned by Arab resistance and the time 
occupied in driying the ‘rebels out of Berber, 
they would not reach Metemneh for over 
three months yet, and meanwhile the Nile is 
falling and, the heat increasing every day. 
It is yet a problem whether Earle will get to 
Stewart via Abn-Hamed and Berber. The 
distance between these two places is 160 miles 
and there are three cataracts to pass, and it is 
uncertain how many Arabs he will find op- 
posing him at Berber. 

There can be no question that the plan sug- 
gested by the newspaper Scotchman, Cam- 
eron, was a feasible and practical one. If 
some of our enterprising and skillful railroad 
builders had been called upon and allowed to 
select what American workmen they wanted, 
the ordinary labor to be performed by Egyp- 
tians, they would have pushed a railroad 
through from Suakin to Berber as rapidly as 
on our Western plains. With a force in 
advance to clear the way the railroad would 
literally have followed them, carrying their 
supplies and its own material in the shape of 
rails, ties, and spikes. Working by day and 
night—for the electric light is perfectly feasi- 
ble and could have traveled with it—it would 
net have taken over two months to complete 
the road, and troops could then have been 
poured In in sufficient numbers to have gone 
up the Nile in small steamers, taken along in 
sections, and speedily have crushed the Mahdi 
and held Khartoum. 

In place of this the English War Depart- 
ment followed its own devices for going the 
longest way round, and the result is appar- 
ent. Khartoum is lost and Gordon is capt- 
ured. Stewart is in imminent danger. If 
the truth were known Gen. Wolseley him- 


self is not out of danger, as is shown by the 
way in which the Government is now hurry- 


Red Ges, to codperate with the land move- ing forward reinforcements from Egypt, En- 


gland, Malta, and India. Several battalions 
of troops are ordered to march immediately 
—this time from Suakin to Berber. First 
and last the English Government will have 
spent $50,000,000 upon this expedition, and 
it yet remains to be seen what it will accom- 
plish, | 


WHAT ANARCHY MEANS. 

The Anarchists,” as the latest organiza- 
tions of the red ”’ Communists in this country 
call themselves, go a good deal further than 
the Socialists of Germany, England, and the 
United States, or the Nihilists of Russia. 
The Nibilists are making war on the political 
despotism of Russia, and the Socialists claim 
to be hostile to some of the industrial institu- 
tions and laws of society, which they desire 
to reform by legal means. But the An- 
archists, as their name implies, threaten with 
destruction the whole fabric of society. They 
do not ask for reforms of any kind; they 
simply threaten annihilation of life and prop- 
erty. They do not pretend to any mission 
for helping any portion of mankind; they 
merely propose to kill, blow up, and burn 
down. Universal desolation seenis to be 
their objective point. 

It would be a waste of time to address any 
words of reason to these irresponsible and 
reckless men, who have had no counterparts in 
history outside of the French Revolution; 
but the unemployed and discontented classes 
may protect themselves from anarchical in- 
fluences by considering what the effect of the 
Anarehjsts’ scheme of destruction would be 
if it eould be carried out. 

Hard times, lack ot employment, low 
wages, and the other trials of the working 
classes are due, not to capital, ag the An- 
archists contend, but to the failure of capi- 
tal. Capital to society is what coal is to the 
steam engine; the one cannot move or turn 
a wheel any more than the other without 
the fuel, which the Anarchists propose to 
destroy. 

If the Anarchists should begin their work 
in Chicago, we will say that they would shoot 
down some of the leading bankers, mer- 
chants, and manufacturers, blow up some of 
the largest stores and = factories, stop the 
trains on the railroads, and serve notice that 
there must be no more law, no more order, 
no more protection to life and property. 
Then what? There would be a sudden and 
complete cessation of business. Instead of 
20,000 idle men in. this community there 
would be 100,000 without employment. The 
reign of terror would result, if it lasted long 
enough, in the destruction of a great and 
populous city, and 600,000 men, women, and 
children would be thrown upon the charity 
of the world. Would the workingmen be 
betta off or worse off in that condition of 
thing: ? That is the question for them to 
consider. 

If the failure of 200 employers who have 


deen deing business on their own capital or 


borrowe? capital throws 20,000 people out of 
employment, the enforced suspension of all 
business through assasination and incendiar- 
ism will just as surely deprive the entire 
werking population of its means of subsist- 
ence. That is what anarchy means—idleness, 
lawlesness, famine, the ravishing of women, 
the murder of men, children crying for Dread 
—a carnival of bicod, violence, vice, pesti- 
lence—and it would be the logical and inevit- 
able result of the methods which the An- 
archists are agitating. The workingmen 
must choose between the misfortunes insep- 
arable from the ordinary and partial failure 
of capitalists and the desolation of enforced 
and universal collapse of business. 

If men who are inclined to be discontented 
with the existing condition of things will 
think out the problem on this line of reason- 
ing they will come to the conclusion that the 
Anarchists are either fiends who should be 
strung up to the most convenient lamp-post 
or lunatics who should be put into strait- 
jackets. One or the other of these two des- 
tinies awaits them at the hands of the Amer- 
ican people if they proceed beyond talk with 


their purposes.

A RAILWAY AGE. 

What we should come to if ours proved its 
right to be dubbed a railway age any curious 
reader may find out in the last issue of the 
Railway Age. That journal, in commenting 
on our answer to certain questions it had 
asked Tue Trirsune about the right of the 
State to regulate the profits of railroads, 
formulates the creed of the corporations. Our 
position was, in brief, that, as the railroad 
corporation existed only by the charter of the 
State; as it could acquire the property it 
needed only by exercising the delegated sov- 
ereignty of the State for the purpose of tak- 
ing private property without the consent of 
its owners, tho with compensation; as it 
could cross public highways. only by the per- 
mission of the public; and as it was a com- 
mon earrier and subject to the immemorial 
law of the common carrier, it was there- 
fore as a matter of theory and a matter of 
practice under the control of the State as to 
its charges, profits, methods, and any other 
matters on which publie interests required 
that it should be regulated. Its position, we 
pointed out in all these respects, was entirely 
different from that of individuals or corpora- 
tions engaged in private business who were 
not either theoretically or practically in any 
such dependent attitude to the State. 

As the Rdilway Age is a paper published 
for the patronage of railroad ¢orporations, 
making its living by representing their views 
and principles, we invite the careful atten- 
tion of people who want to know what rail- 
road-men think of their duties and relations 
to the public to consider carefully their creed 
as framed by the Railway Age. Here it is: 

Even though every country bad passed laws 
discriminating against railways, the fact would 
prove nothing. 80 did every country, two or 
three centuries ago, pass laws discriminating 


against the Jews. Yet those laws were out- 


rageousiy unjust and in direct violation of 
those principles which underlie civilized soci- 
ety. Itis but a few years since nearly every 
State in the Union passed fugitive-siave laws. 
and a large number of States enacted laws dis- 
criminating against a certain class of men, 
women, and children by forbidding them to be 
taught to read, by probibiting them from testi- 
fying in courts, and by other special restric- 
tons equally general and equally unjust. Our 
contemporary has had the opportunity of see- 
ing what such discrimination resulted in. 

We refuse, therefore, to accept the authority of 
Constitutional conventions, Supreme Courts, and 
State Legislatures as settling the principles em- 
bodied in our questions. ‘The railway is too new 
to civilization for the problems growing out of 
It to be settled by quoting precedents. The 
immense quantity of crude, useless; and con- 
tradictory islation on the railway question 
which bas been evolved out of ignorance, error, 
and prejudice since the Rocket first sped along 
the raiis destroys the value of such precedents 
as authority. The number of unjust, op- 
pressive, and absurd bills now pending before 
various Legis‘atures in session, some of which 
will probably become laws, should satisfy 
any one who gives the matter unprejudiced 
consideration that statute-books are not com- 
petent witnesses to prove that the pubiic has a 
ngtural right to enact laws discriminating 
against railway property. 

It would be painting the lily to comment 
on this. An institution that is so lofty that 
it retuses to accept the authority of consti- 
tutional conventions, Supreme Courts, and 
State Legislatures” could only be expected 
to look with contempt on anything said by 
the people or by their organs. We have 
not yet observed that the high and mighty 
contempt of the railroad-men for State Leg- 


islatures ever kept them away when they 
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wanted a charter, or a grant, or a sub- 
sidy, They are al glad enough to recog- 
nize the n authority of Supreme Courts“ 
when these allow then to appropriate the 
property of citizens who flo not want to sell. 
It is only when the Supreme Courts and the 
State Legislatures begin to act for the other 
side—the people—that these anarchical cor- 
porations suddenly make the belated discovery 
that it is a violation of natural rights” for 
Legislature or court to “interfere” between 
the people and the railways. Humph!“ 
said a Spanish Grandee who was tripped up 
by something that caught his foot, this is 
what comes of walking on the earth.” If 
the railroads think themselves independent of 
courts and Legislatures they had better try 
getting along without them and build their 


‘railroads in the air. 


THE SCRAMBLE FOR AFRICA. 

The Pall Mali Gazette recently printed a 
detailed map of the west coast of Africa, 
which clearly illustrates the scramble which 
is going on for sections of the Dark Conti 
nent. Commencing with Egypt, which is 
now in dispute between two or three Powers, 
though occupied by England, we come to 
Tripoli, which is Turkish and threatened by 
Italy. Tunis is under a French protectorate. 
Algeria is owned by France and Morocco is 
independent, though the French are intrigu- 
ing for its possession. From Morocco to 
Cape Blanco is a native strip of coast 755 
miles in length, which Spain wants, thangh 
it is 4 riverless, desert country. From Cape 
Blanco, 920 miles to the south, and below the 
River Senegal, is claimed by France. From 
this point, including Sierra Leone, a distance 
of eighty miles, is English, The coast of 
Liberia, which is independent, stretches for 
185 miles. The Gold Coast is thirty miles 
French and 250 miles English. Dahomey 
for “ thirty-five miles is independent. 
The Niger Delta for a distance of 380 miles 
is held by the English, and then follows the 
Cameroons, 100 miles of coast, where the 
Germans are now extending their occupation. 
A strip of 105 miles of native coast inter- 
venes between the Cameroons and the Ga- 
boon, where the French have 200 miles of 
coast. Four hundred and fifty miles of 
native coast bring us to the Congo, whose 
rich valley is now under international con- 
trol. South of the Congo there are 120 
miles of native coast, 800 miles of Portu- 
guese coast, extending to the Crimene River, 
and 730 miles from Cape Frio to Orange 
River, including Angra Pequena and Wal- 
fisch Bay, claimed by the Germans and re- 
cently annexed, : 

South of the Orange River the English 
Cape Colonies extend around Cape of Good 
Hope and northerly to the southern line of 
Madagascar. The entire line of the west 
coast is 6,630 miles, of which 2,600 are ip- 
dependent, 1,310 English, 1,155 French, 730 
German, 800 Portuguese, and 35 Spanish. In 
other words, Europe has appropriated over 
two-thirds of the west littoral—and is not 
through yet. On the east coast, from the 
English possessions up to Zanzibar, which is 


independent, is Portuguese, The Island of | 


Madagascar is now struggling with the 
French to preserve its identity, its principal 
port, Tamative, being in the hands of the 
latter. From Zanzibar to the mouth of the 
Red Sea is independent, worthless, and bar- 
ren. The Red Sea littoral is generally oc 
cupied at various points by Italy, Turkey, 
England, France, and Egypt. It has been 
announced recently that Germany has also 
taken a large strip of the eastern coast. The 
only parts of Africa not,yet seized seem to 
be the Desert of Sahara and the equatorial 
belt. Apparently it is only a question of 
time how soon the equator itself will be 
stolen. If it escapes it will only be because 
it is too hot to handle, 


AN ‘* ANGLU-AMERICAN ALLIANCE.” 

Several reports have come from London 
recently of a growing sentiment in favor of 
an ** Anglo-American Alliance,” which shall 
establisi a confederation of the English- 
speaking peoples of the world with a view to 
a common resistance of any foreign invasion 


‘of English-speaking countries. This idea is 


said to have takenastrong hold upon the 
popular fancy in Britain. The Pall Mall 
Gazette of the 3d inst. had a leader advocat- 
ing a political alliance between Great Britain 
and the United States, among other things 
saying: 

The American Republic is row at last begin- 
ning to have a foreign policy. The doctrine of 
complete isolation, so jong maintained by 
American statesmen, bas perished. Minister 
Kasson's presence and activity in the Berlin 
conference on the Congo question must be 
taken as a portent of things to come. Amer- 
ica will continue to exert a great and increas- 
ing influence in the work of pacitying Africa. 
The Republic will ere long claim admittance 
into the European Areopagus, wheneve® it is 
dealing with questions pertaining to interests 
outside the boundaries of the European conti- 
nent. England’s duty. therefore, is to make 
the most of this great fact. Blood is thicker 
than water. The United States is Engiand’s 
natural ally. Afte®the federation of the Brit- 
ish Empire there will remain for British states- 
men no task comparable in importance to that 
of the conclusion of an alliance between Great 
Britain and the great Republic which sprung 
from England's fand Ireiand’»| loins. 

Catching at this idea, the latest advices 
convey the information that a society has 
been organized under the name of The Na- 
tional Independent Association,” which is to 
be devoted largely to the promotionof the 
project of an Anglo-American alliance. It 
is said to have the support of many influ- 
ential and representative men.” 

If the proposed alliance shall ever come to 
be considered in this country, of which there 
are no signs as yet, it must be from an 
American pointof view. The United States 
has taken the lead among the English- 
speaking countries of the world. We have 
now a population of nearly 60,000,000 peo- 
ple; Great Britain and Ireland have only 
85,000,000, to which Canada and Australia 
add 8,000,000. The centre of OCelto- 


Saxon power is in this country, and En- 


gland's humiliating attitude in relation to the 
little Egypt and Soudan war emphasizes the 
American prowess and resources which would 
make short work of such trifling obstacles 
without calling on Italy or anybody else for 
help. The United States embraces the 
most progressive, the most inventive, and 
the most enterprising portion of the En- 
glish-speaking peoples. Hence it will be 
necessary that American influences shall be 
paramount in any project which con- 
templates an Anglo-Américan alliance of the 
nature outlined above. The lesser cannot 
include the greater. Mohammed must go to 
the mountain—the mountain will not go to 
him. 

It must also be remembered that the ad- 
vantages of such an alliance will be all on 
the side of England and her dependencies. 
The United States is in no danger from a 
foreign invasion. There is not a Power on 
earth which would have the temerity to carry 
a war into our territory. We need no allies. 
We have demonstrated our power to protect 
our own Government against civil strife, and 
the rush of patriotism and resources to resist 
foreign invasion would be much more spon- 
taneous and overwhelming. We produce 
everything which is negessary to life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness—the primary 
objects of government in this country—and 


siders, whether they speak English or not. 

If the British people want such an alliance 
with the Americans there is only one practi- 
cal way to bring it about. England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Canada, Australia, and the En- 
glish-speaking and dominating classes 
throughout the world must cgme into the 
American Union. The American Govern- 
ment cannot become responsible for any out- 
siders. The Constitution provides that 
„new States may be admitted by Congress 
into this Union.’’ The thing for Britain to 
do, then, is to apply to Congress for admis- 
sion of the various English-speaking coun- 
tries she controls as so many American 
States. But to be admitted it would be es- 
sentially necessary to apply with a republic- 
an form of government. The monarchy 
would have to resign or be deposed, as no 
executive title higher than President would 
be constitutional; then the House of Lords 
would have to go; and all special privileges 
would have to go; the British would be re- 
quired to become republican in form of gov- 
erument. After that Congress will consult 
the sentiment of the American people; con- 
sider the political effect of a proper dis- 
tribution of Congressmen and Sena- 
tors among England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Canada, Australia, and so on; esti- 
mate the advantages which the several 
new States would bring to the Union; ponder 
the increased responsibilities of such acces- 
sions, and decide the application on its mer- 
its. All that England and her dependencies 
could do would be to await the decision of 
Congress. If it were favorable Congress 
would pass the usual enabling acts, and En- 
gland, Ireland, Scotland, and the other States 
could frame their new Constitutions in keep- 
ing with the organic law of the Union, elect 
their Governors, Legislatures, and United 
States Senators, and take their places as the 
youngest members of the sisterhood of Celto- 
Saxon States under a “government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people,” 
with their Capital at Washington. 

In the meantime the name of Anglo- 
American Alliance” should be dropped, if 
the project has any serious supporters, and 
the phrase “extension of the American 
Union” be substituted to describe the move- 
ment, for it is only on the basis we have out- 
lined, with the Congress and Capital in this 
country, that any headway can be made. 
India would have to be thrown in to sugar 
the trade and pay for the enlarged American 
responsibility of furnishing protection to the 
so-called mother country.”

The manager of the troupe wonld probably 
answer us that if no ballets are to be given 
why did the composers of the great operas” 
write the music for them? The manager 
does not place the ballet in the opera. It 
was the composer. The members of the 
ballet might answer us with a great deal of 
force that they do not makea more lavish 
display of themselves than is necessary for 
their duty, and that they are no more gener- 
ous in their display than ladies in ultra-fash- 
jonable society, who are not required to be 
generous at all. The question of morality 
will always be a vexed one as it pertains to 
the ballet, and we fear that if Tur Trinune 
were to protest with all its might the dis- 
play would continue. If this paper were 
to make any criticism at all it would 
be on the badness rather than the 
morality of the performance. If the com- 
posers of the operas knew what wretched per- 
formances are given to the public, not only 
by Col. Mapleson but by many other man- 
agers, they would rise out of their graves— 
those who are now in them--and appear to 
them in anything buta peaceful garb. We 
are free to say that the opera would be bet- 
ter without the ballet than with such misera- 
ble sticks as they give us. As the Chicago 
„managers, however, are at work for phi- 
lanthropy, perhaps they will also see to it 
that morality does not suffer. We refer our 
correspondent’s complaint to them. 


Cricaco elevators contained last Saturday 
evening 14,875,550 bushels of wheat, 1,485,-

For the same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade 
states the visible supply of grain in the 
United States and Canada as 48,090,797 
bushels of wheat, 5,311,573 bushels of corn, 
2,447,904 bushels of oats, 354,304 bushels of 
rye, and 1, 467, 339 bushels of barley. These 
figures are larger than a week ago by 177,- 
446 in wheat and 344,602 in corn. ’ 


Tun paper read before the New York 
Medical Society at Albany Wednesday by Dr. 
F. N. Hammond of Auburn presented some 
very significant ana important facts, showing 
an enormous growth in the use of opium in 
this country. In 1840 about 20,000 pounds of 
opium were consumed inthe United States: in 
1880, 583,450 pounds. In 1868-there were about 
90,000 habitual opium-eaters in the country; 
now they number over 500,000. More women 
than men are addicted to the use of the drug. 
The vice is one so easily contracted, so easily 
practiced in private, and so difficult of detec- 
tion that it presents peculiar temptations and 
is very insidious. The relief from pain that it 
gives, and the peculiar exaitahon of spirits, 
easily lead the victim to believe that the use of 
it is beneficial. Opium and chioral are today 
the most deadly foes of women. Dr. Ham- 
mond is the better qualified to speak on this 
subject from having once been a consumer of 
opium himself. To break of from the habit, 
he says, the opium-eater must reduce the 
quantity of his daily dose, using at the same 
time other stimulants, and gradually eliminate 
opium from his bill of fare.

Little Duke.“ 

The McCaull opera troupe presented Le- 
cocds Little Duke at Hooley’s Theatre last 
evening, with Miss Ricci, Miss Samuels, Miss 
May, Mr. Wilke, and Mr. Howson in the oast, 
supported by the entire company. The 
Little Duke” has been given 80 tre- 
quently that it is very familiar to 
all edmirers of light comic 5 
While it contains many bright airs and some 

duet and ensemble music, it cannot 
rank with a number of other works of its class. 
In musical construction it is simple, and 
hardly original enough in its themes or har- 
monic treatment to gain for its author 
any pronounced commendation from mu- 
sicians. It affords plenty 
however, for pretty stage scenes, and allows a 
company to appear in brilliant costumes. Mr. 
McCaull improves these opportunities and 
presents the opera in a very attractive manner. 
The drill of the chofus was commendable and 
greatly helped the stage pictures. The duet 
“True Love,” by the Duke and Duchess, the 
“Chorus of Pages,“ “The Singing Les- 
son,” “Song of the Peasant,” The 
Gavot,” and some ensemble numbers 
have a melodious character of theme and an 


attractive measure which give them an in- 


terest. All the more taking portions of the 
music are improved to a considerable extent 
by this company. In the chorus work there is 
a lack of a musical quality of tone and of a 
connected and smooth style of singing which 
lessens to a great degree the charm 
of the ensemble effects. More attention should 
be paid to the musical quality of the tone by 
the chorusmaster. Oftentimes the climaxes in 
a chorus are screamed instead of sung, and in 
consequence the sound that reaches the ear is 
rough, unmusical, and noisy. Miss Ricci sang 
the role of the Little Duke, and made many of 
her scenes quite interesting by her graceful 
acting. The upper range of her voice con- 
tains some brilliant and effective notes, and if 


_ she would efideavor to make ber whole com- 


pass uniform in quality she would take a high- 
er rank asasinger. She always pleases ber 
audience, and she may yet learn to excite a 
greater enthusiasm. Mr. Howson plays Fri- 
mouse with much humor, and is par- 
ticularly amusing in the  school-room 
scene, where he delivers a lecture to 
the young women.

COL. WILSON SAFE—GORDON BELIEVED TO BE

It is understood the Government has re- 
ceived word that Col. Wilson, who, after fail- 
ing to reach Khartoum, was stranded with his 
entiré party on an isiand in the Nile, is safe. 

The opinion prevails at the War Office that 
Gen. Gordon is still alive and engaged in de- 
fending himself in some inaccessible part of 
the City of Khartoum, where he had prepared 
a refuge for use in case of emergency. 

THE SITUATION AT GUBAT. 

Before leaving Gakdul, Col. Butler of the 
Royal Irish was instructed by Gen. Wolseley 
not to attack the Arabs at Metemneh. Later 
orders, however, sent today, leave Col, Butler 
to act as he thinks fit. The force at 
Gubat pow numbers 2,600 men, of whom

Flour 
therefore declined 6d€@ls. Mixed American 
maize sold in London at 22s 6d, ex-sbip, while 
rubbish from Morocco and other inferior round 
curn fetched 26s@27s. Three cargoes arrived 
off-coast, five were sold, two were withdrawn, 
and one Australian remains. Wheat to arrive 
is in small inquiry, but prices are hardening. 
Barleys are very slow. Oats are firm but 
quiet. Beans and peas are unchauged.

THE PENNSYLVANIA GANG. 
A HOTBED OF ANARCHISM IN THE CONNELLS 
VILLE COKE REGION. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 9.—|Special.J—A dis- 
patch from Mount Pleasant, the heart of-the 
Connellsville coke regions, says: The whole- 
sale introduction of foreign laber into 
this section of the State has fur- 
nished a wonderful breeding ground for 
every idea of Anarchistic tendency. The 
men who now dig coal are of every nationality 
imaginable, but the masses who live on the 
cheapest food are composed principally of 
Hungarians, Poles, Austrians, and Slavs. 
Upon the ears of these men the doc- 
trine of equality in riches and lands falls with 
& peculiar sweetness, for they know what 
slavery and serfdom means. The seeds sown 
by the Anarchists and Koyalistic societies have 
fallen upon rich ground, and their roots today 
are remilfying the whole coke region. 

Tux TRIBUNE correspondent bas examined 
into the condition of the society here and inter- 
viewed the branch organizer, Josep» Hudts. 
Hudtz is a Bohemian with a bright face. The 
man admitted that there was a society com- 
posed of about 1,000 men—Bohemian and Eu- 
glish—in the coke region, This organization 
has central offices in Chicago, Pittsburg, 
and New York. Weekly dues are paid 
amounting to 10 cents, and the total amount is 
sent to the central agencies. When asked if 
any ideas tending toward the overthrow of au- 
thority was held as cardinal virtues in the 
society Hudtz refused absolutely to answer, 
and entered into a rapid conversation with 
some of his compatriots in the room. 


THE SOCIALISTS. 

There are also in this region a number of 
Socialists. Their plan of obtaining the much- 
desired result is enshrouded in mystery. A 
manifesto has just been issued by their Na- 
Uonal Executive Committee. It is dated 
at New York, Jan. 20, and is ad- 
dressed to Socialists, Anarchists, and 
Irish dynamiters. It opens by payimg its ro- 
spects to the capitalistic press which dares to 
connect the Socialistic party with the Loudon 
explosion, and the committee puts itself on 
record by declaring that such acts of 
terrorism are prejudicial to the further- 
ance ot their plans. It expresses an earnest 
desire for the freedom of Ireland, but declares 
that the end must be attained by a conjunc- 
tion of English proictarians. It further states 
that the bitterest war exists between 80 
clalism and Anarchism, and. that the 
complete organization of the working- 
men under the Socialistic banner will oné 
day put an end to all oppression. In conclu- 
sion the circular states t the workingmen 
will soon find out the capitalistic lies, and will 
help the Socialists by the establishment of a 
better order of society to remove all motives 
and all desire for Violence. 

MURDER AND REVOLUTION ADVOCATED. 

Pirrsnund. Pa., Feb. 9.—Between fifty and 
seventy-five members of the International 
Workimgmen's Association met at Jefferson 
Hall, Allegbeny City, tonight to discuss Social- 
ism and Avarchism. Joseph Frick and John 
Staub made lengthy addresses.

CUNNINGHAM AND BURTON. 
AN UNSATISFACTORY SHOWING FOR THE CROWN 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

Lowpon, Feb. 9.— [Special. — The proceed- 
ings today at the Bow Street Pclice Court in 
the case of Cunningham and Burton, the 
alleged perpetrators of the dynamite outrage 
at the Tower of London the 24th ult., were un- 
satistactory to the counsel for the Crown. 
Judging by the evidence adduced today the 
conviction of either of the prisoners is ex- 
tremely doubtful, and the police are reduced 
toa Micawber-like policy of obtaining long 
remands in the bope that something may 
turn up. 

THE TWO PRISONERS IN THE DOCK—THE 
CHARGE CHANGED TO HIGH TREASON AND 
FELONY. 

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—A further examination of 
James G. Cunningham and Harry Burton, 
charged with conspiracy in causing the ex- 
plosion at the Tower, was begun today. The 
Bow Street Police Court- roam was crowded 
with spectators. No unusual demonstration 
was made. Harry Burton declined the serv- 
ices of counsel, and saia he would defend him- 
self. 

Mr. Poland opened the case for the Crown. 
He created a sensation by immediately an- 
nouncing the withdrawal of the charge of con- 
spiracy and the substitution of that of high 
treason and felony against both prisoners 
jointly. Under the new indictment the So- 
licitor proceeded to state the testimony the 
Crown would produce to sustain the charge of 
high treason and feiopy against the prisoners. 
In doing this Mr. Poland, of necessity, repeat- 
ed the history narrated at the former examina- 
tion of Cunningham and Burton. 

CONNECTING THE PAIR. 

Concerning Cunningham, Mr. Poland con- 
tinued to analyze the many falsehoods told to 
the police by the prisoner. He had averred 
that be had arrived in Liverpool on the steam- 
ship Adriatic in September, and worked as a 
laborer on the docks in that city three montbs. 
The story had been found to be false. The 
truth was Cunningham left New York Dec, 10 
and reached Liverpool aboard the Adriatic 
Dec, 20. He remained in Liverpool but a short 
time, and then came to London and brought a 
brown trunk of American manufacture with 
ni Mr. Poland said that as yet the case for 
the Crown against both prisoners was only in 
its infancy. 

In regard to Burton, it has been ascertained 
that he arrived in Liverpool Dec. 24, four days 
after Cunningham. When Cunningbam came 
to London he went to live in Prescott street. 
When Burton came he lived in Miter square, 
Old gate. Although Burton asserted that he 
never met Cunningham but onee, then only 
casually, when be bought from him as a 
stranger the brown trunk, it will be shown 
that he was in Cunningham's company the 10th 
of January. The Crown will also prove that 
the headquarters of the conspiracy ia which 
the prisoners engaged is in America. It will 
be shown that the men came from America to 
London, bringing with them dynamite with the 
Atias brand. ' 

ALLEGED PREVIOUS EXPLOITS. 

Cunningham, continued Poland, had been in 
England before. He came to England in May, 
1834, and was bere when the Scotland Yard ex- 
plosions occurred, when the dynamite was 
| found placed against the Nelson column. Bur- 
ton was in England from March uutil Septem- 
ber, 1884. In July or August he was in St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital ill. He returned to 
America in September, The explosions at the 
Gower Street Station, on the underground 
railway, occurred Jan. 2, 1885, a short time 
after both Burton and Cunningham arrived. 
The train which arrived at the station at the 
time of the explosions started from Aldgate, 
and both the prisoners lived at the time but a 
short distance from Aldgate. The deduction 
which the Crown desired to make from this 
was notasurmise. It would be shown that

Before asking for a remand for the prisoners 
Mr. Poland reiterated the statement that the 
charge against the was

London by an explosion of dynamite. It was, 
be said, a ourious fact that the dock- 
laborer Cunnimgbam and the carpenter 
Burton had been able to make frequent 
trips between America and England, their vie- 
its to Engiand coinciding with the times of the 
explosions at Carleton Club and elsewhere. 
The complicity of the prisoners was becoming 
daily more clear, 

Dr, Dupre, a Government chemist, declared 
the detonator found among Cunningham's et- 
fects could not be bought at retail, and would 
not cause an explosion without dynamite. 

The prisoners were remanded until Monday, 
when testimony will be brought against them 
to cénvict them of complicity in causing the 
Gower street explosion. 

Cunningham, it is said, has two sisters in the 
United States. One of these lives in Brooklyn, 
the other in the Hygienic Hotel, New York City. 
He has three other sisters, two of whom are 
married and all of whom are living in Ireland, 
where their mother resides. In New York 
Cuntingbam worked for a man named »ris- 
coll. Burton bas no relatives in America so 
far as known. It hasbeen discovered that he 
visited the Parliament buiidings last summer 
and visited the Tower when he arrived in Lon- 
don last January. 


THE PARIS MEETING. 
A “MONSTER” DEMONSTRATION WHICH FAILED 
TO MATERIALIZE. 

Paris, Feb. 9.—[Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune.}|—The much-talked-of monster 
meeting of Anarchists which had been fixed 
for 5 in the afternoon at the Place de Opéra 
failed to come off. The police and military 
preparations were on a large scale. The Place 
de Opéra was filled with soldiers and patrols 
were on the boulevards and avenues leading 
to the Place de opera. Several thou- 
sands of troops were under arms in 
the barracks, and cavalry was massed 
in the rear of the Opéra ready to 
charge. There were crowds of curious sight- 
seers, and there were four rows of sippers of 
absin the and beer-drinkers smoking cigarets on 
the line of the cafés terrasses anxiously wait- 
ing for the performance to begin, but not a 
single Anarchist was to seen. The whole 
affair was a fiasco and mbied very much 
the annual opening of the fshing season on 
the Seine—pilenty of peopie fishing, but no ush. 

„ AGITATION IN OTAHBR QUARTERS. 

The intended meeting was a biind to conceal 
agitation in other parts of the city. A noisy 
crowd singing the Marseillaise,“ accompanied 
by a tew fanatical femaies in red caps, 
marched down the Rue Lafayette 
and broke into the depot d' Armes 
of the Maison Lefaucheux and stole several 
hundred revolvers. Another band of marau- 
ders attacked a jeweler's shop on the Boule- 
vard Poissonniere, near the corner of the Rue 
Sentier, and stole a few clocks. About seventy 
arrests were made, but at I o'clock this morn- 
ing ail were released but twenty-five. 

A SIGNIFICANT FEATURE.

THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT WILL USE THEM IN 
SUPPRESSING THEIR SEDITIOUS BRETHREN.

to The Tribune.)—The authorities in England 


have apparently a very high opinion of the 
merits of the members of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, some of whom are now doing duty 
in London and the provinces throughout En- 
giand. In connection with the precautions 
aghinst dynamiters, Tun Tsun corre- 
spondent was informed on the dest 
authority that the Home Office bas 
made arrangements with the Irish Executive to 
lend the services of one officer, two head con- 
stables, and fifty constables for use on the 
other side of the Irish Sea. The men selected 
will be the pick of the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary, well known and reputed for their intel- 
ligent and careful discharge of what 
is technically known in the force as dis- 
posable duty.” The constabdies from the 
County Dublin will be accepted, as the Rxeo- 
utive, considering the present serious condi-' 
tion of the county and the obvious necessity 
of protecting the Judges and other officers re- 
siding in vicinity of Dublin, has decided 
materially to increase the force serving in the 
metropolitan county. 

A permanent force of twelve constables will 
in future be stationed in the Dundrum Crimi- 
nal Lunatic Asylum. For some time past a 
continuous patrol of constables bas been kept 
night and day around this institution. The 
force at the Villuge of Dundrum, three miles 
from Dublin, bas been increased from ten to 
twenty-one constables.

Business Interests at Ashland. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Feb. 9%.—/Special.|—The 
Colby Iron-Mine, on the Iron Range in Ashland 
County, is at a standstill, and no more work 
will be done until spring. C. L. Horing of this 
city has just received some very fine specimens 
of ore from the Northern Belle Gold & Su- 
ver Mine, locat®d in Bayfield County. Flake 
copper and native silver are plainly discernible. 
Operations at the Ryan Mine are progressing 
favorably. A vein on the west option bas been 
struck over 1,300 feet in length, and the miners 
are down twenty feet in the ore and have cross- 
cut eighteen feet. e ore 1s ot a blue man- 
ganese type, and first-class. Two stagelines 
have been established from this point to 
Hurley, a new mining town on the Lron Range. 
Capt. Gillis, Superintendent of the Northern 
Belle Mining Company of this city, states that 
the work on the tunnel is progressing finely, 
and in a few weeks will reach the point where 
the intersection of the vertical shaft and tun- 
nel occurs. Work will then be resumed on the 
upper shaft and pushed rapidly forward to its 
junction with the tunnel. An extra shift of 
men will be at once put on. 

A time-table has been issued for the run- 
ning of trains over the Wisconsin division of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, from Ashiand 
to Superior. Trains leave Ashland at 7:45 a. m.

We arrived in Venice last evening, latitude 
45° 25’ north, longitude 12° 19’ east. 

Venice is the home of the Venetian, and 
also where the gondola has its nests and rears 
its young. This is the town where the Mer 
chant of Venice used todo business, and the 
home of Shylock, a broker, who sheared the 
Venetian lamb at the corner of the Rialto and 
the Grand Canal. He is now no more. Shylock, 
during the great panic in Venice many yours 
ago, it is said, had a chattel mortgage on more 
lives than you can shake astick at. He would 
loan a small amount to a merchant at 3 per 
cent a month, and secure it on a pound of the 
merchant’s liver, or by a cut-throat mortgage 
on his respiratory apparatus. Then, when the 
paper matured, he would go up to the house 
with a pair of scales and a pie-knife and de- 
mand it ferociously. 

Venice is one of the best watered towns in 
Europe. Lou can hardly walk a block with- 


out getting your feet wet, unless you ride ina 


gondola. 

The gondola is a long, slim hack without 
wheels, and is worked around through the 
damp streets by a brunet man, whose breath 
should be a sad warning to us all. He is called 
the gondolier. Sometimes be sings in a low 
tone of voice and in a foreign tongue. Ido 
not know where I have met so many foPeigners 
as I have here in Europe, unless it was in New 
York at the polls. Wherever I go I bear a for- 
eiga tongue. I do not know whether these 
people taik in the Italian language just to show 
off or not. Perhaps they prefer it. London is 
the only place I have visited were the Boston 
dialect is used. London was originally settied 
by adventurers from Bostot. The bivod of 
some of the royal families of Massachusetts 
may be found in the veins of London people. 

The Academia del Belle Arti of Venice is a 
large picture-store for Christmas presents. A 
painting by Titian, the Italian Prang, pleased 
me very much, but I couldn't beat them dowa 
in the price to where it would be any object to 
buy it. Besides, it would be a nuisance to 
carry such a picture around with me all over 
the Alps, up the Rhine, and through St. Law- 
rence County. I finally decided to leave it, 
and secure something less awkward to carry 
and pay for. 

The Italians are quite proud of their smoky 
old paintings. I have often thought that if 
Venice would run less to art and more to soap 
she would be more apt to win my respect. Art 
is all right to a certain extent, but it can be 
run in the ground. It breaks my beart to

here, and yet how the Venetians scorn to in- 
vestigate its benefits. When a gondolier gets 
a drop of water on him he swoons. There he 
lies in a kind of coma till another gondolier 
cowes along to breathe in his face and revive 
him.—Bil Nye in New York Mercury.

NEW ORLEANS “JUSTIOCB.” 


The Queer Actions of the Ford Jury- 
men Cause Their Discharge by the 
Judge. 

New ORLEANS, La., Feb. 9.—|£pecial.|—The 
trial of Thomas J. A. Ford, Judge of the Seo- 
ond Recorder's Court of this city. and four 
others, charged with the murder of Capt. An- 
drew H. Murphy, Keeper of the Workhouse, 
whioh was commenced fourteen days ago, was 
brought to an end today by Judge Baker of the 
Criminal District Court ordermg the jury 
brought Into court and entering a mistrial and 
discharging the jury. The jury had been 
locked up since Friday afternoon. Sunday a 
package of soiled linen was passed down from 
the jury-room by George Runte, one of the 
jurors to be given to his wife. eriff Butler 
searched the bundle and discovered a letter 
written iu pencil by Runte to his wife, stating 
that the jury stood eleven to one for a ver*ict 
of not ruilty as to Ford; tliat the man who beid 
out for guilty was a colored man and the eleven 
white jurors could not consent to let the negro 
influence them; that one of the jurors named 
Scott had received a letter from Judge Ford 
telling them to hold out and all would be weil, 
Runte also instructed his wife tq arrange with 
Ford's friends to be compensuted for his feajty, 
and told ber how to communicate the resuf to 
him by letter. It was the discovery of this 
document that led Judge Baker to discharge 
the jury. 

The juror Scott when discharged was afraid 
to go out, and remained secreted in the court- 
house until dark. There was great excite- 
mentin the streets surrounding the court- 
house, a crowd of more than 1,000 of the mur- 
dered man's friends baving congregated, but 
no violence was attempted. Asa precaution, 
however, the Judge had ordered the court- 
house doors closed and guarded by Deputy- 
Sheriffs and police, and the only spectators in 
court were a bandful of newspaper reporters. 


THE PHORIA EXPLOSION. 


Bodies of the Dead Men Recovered. 
Peoria, III., Feb. 9.—[Special.|—-Work was 


continued during the night by earnest men in 


the ruins left by the explosion of the boilers in 
the Firmenich Starch-Works. It was a 
night of horror. The sobbing wives of 
the missing men, with hair stream- 
ing in the wind, rushed frantically 
about begging the men to hasten. It was not 
until daylight that the uncertainty was ended. 
Then the bodies of the two men, their faces 
but little disfigured, were found lying close 
together and not more than eight feet 
from the exploded boilers. Andrew Beyer 
the fireman leaves a wife, but no children. He 


came from Buffalo with Dr. Firminich last 


summer and was a trusted employé. Last 
night was his first and last night on duty, he 
having been transferred from day serv- 
ice Saturday. Ephraim Doolittle, the 
watcbman, leaves a wife and three 
children. The men were both considered re- 
markably careful and cautious. The boilers 
were brought here from Buffalo and put up un- 


der the personal direction of Dr. Firminich, 


who was the patentee of this kind 
ot boiler. Nothing like them was ever 
before seen in this.city. They consisted of 
three upright batteries shielaed by heavy brick 
walls, and to the eye of an ordinary observer 
presented the singular appearance of an 
upright row of pipes with large drums 
at the tops. They were new, only having 
been used the latter part of the summer. 

A Coroner’s jury was impaneled, but after 
viewing the bodies and the scene of the wreck 

and taking a little testimony adjourned until 
Wednesday. Nothing shedding much light on 
the cause of the disaster has as yet been * 
veloped. 

It is now believed the total loss will not ex 
ceed $25,000 to 830.000, and this will fall almost 
entirely on the starch-works, the insurané 
companies being responsible only for damage 
by fire, and that was little. 


STORM AND FLOOD. 

LAWRENCE, Kas., Feb. 9.—{Special.}—Yester- 
day afternoon the thermometer began to fall 
rapidly, and at 6 o'clock a severe snow-storm 
set in. The change was very sudden, as the 
day before had been so warm that the ice in 
the Kansas River went out and there was 
every indication of the near advent of 
warm weather. Stock ot all kinds are suffer- 
ing greatly from the sudden change and in 
Western Kansas hundreds of cattle that the 
recent moderation in the weather gave the 
stockmen some hope of saving will now surely 
perish. It 1s estimated that $250,000 would not 
cover the loss to stockmen in Western Kansas 
this winter. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 9.— The mercury drop- 
ped rapidly here last nigpt, and today it bas 
been cold with a blustering snow-storm and 
high wind, but very littiesnow fell. The storm 
was general, and the trains in all directions are 
delayed from one to six hours, the greatest de- 
tention being on Eastern roads. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb, 9.—A light snow fell 
last night and was drifted by thé strong wind. 
The trains are somewhat delayed. 

GRAND RApips, Mich., Feb. 9.—A foot of 
snow has fallen and is badly drifted.

OBITUARY. 

The Late Judge Pinckney H. Walker 
—Speculation as to His Successor— 
Chicago Action. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Feb. 9.—[Special.}|—At a 
meeting of the Sangamon County bar and law- 
yers from various parts of the State held here 
today a committee was appointed to prepare 
suitable resolutions in memory of the late 
Judge Pinckney H. Walker and one to make 
arrangements a special delegation from 
here to attend the funeral at Rushville. 

There bas been a good deal of discussion to- 
day over the succession to Judge Walker on 
the State Supreme bench. Judge Walker died 
last Saturday. The term for which he was 
elected expires next June, and his successor 
for the interim will be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. Tue Governor bas given no intimation 
as to whom he will appoint, but there appears 
to be a general belief that he will name the 
Hon. Isaac L. Morrison of Jacksonville, who is 
the ablest Republican lawyer, and perhaps the 
ablest lawyer in either politfoal party, in 
Judge Walkers district. Politically the 
district. ie Democratic, and it is = entire- 
ly likeiy that a Democrat will 
be selected to serve the regular 
term beginning in June. The leading candi- 
dates for the place will be Judge Shope of Ful- 
ton County and Judge Lacy of Mason. Judge 
Lacy is now on the Appellate bench of the Sec- 
ond Appellate District. 

It is one of the curious facts in Illinois his- 
tory that, although the State has been largely 
Republican since 1860, a majority of the Su- 
preme Court bas always been Democratic. 
Taking advantage of the fact that the judicial 
elections are beld when the ple are free 
from political excitement, the Democrats have 
managed to keep the court filled up with their 
men. By some hocus pocus they have kept 
the districts so arranged that this was possible, 
and thus have been able to control the highest 
judicial tribunal of a State that is from 25,000 
to 40,000 Republican. , 


The intelligence of the death of Justice 
Walker was pretty generally known among the 
lawyers when the court convened yesterday 
morning, and Mr. Hervey proposed to Judge 
Moran that all the courts should adjourn for the 
day. The Judge said he was willing to do so if 
the other Judges would agree. A number of 
the younger lawyers started out to see if all 
the Judges would consent. Some of chem were 
willing, but others had cases already on trial 
which could not be postponed, and the project 
was given up. It is probable there will be no 
session the day of the funeral.

Manager Will Davis of the Columbia Theatre 
was surrounded by District Messenger boys 
with money for seats for the season of German 
opera yesterday. “I’ve had no time to eat, 
and I never drink, so I’ve just remained right 
here and dealt out the selected seats. Milwau- 
kee orders twenty for one party, 1 see,” he 
said, tearing open an envelope. The man 
who says Chicago, does not appreciate; good 
opera should be written down as an idiot. This 
makes the sales up to noon $22,500 for the sea- 
son and for the first and second weeks. The 
largest sale was seventy-two seats to 
a lawyer—six for each opera. We have 
not sold a seat to a specuiator 
to the best of my knowledge. Here are the 
names and addresses of every person we have 
sold to yet. The storm doesn’t appear to affect 
our sales at all, and the project is bound to be 
a musical and financial success. You see we 
had to guarantee the manager of the company 
"$20,000 for the season of two weeks, and our 
sales are now $2,500 over and above that figure, 
with other people to be heard from. There 
are 638 seats on the first floor, to say nothing of 
the boxes; and two-thirds of these seats 
are sold. Up-stairs in the balcony are 601 
teats, of which one-quarter are sold; and of 
the 670 seats in the gallery we have disposed 
of 150 already. The boxes have sold at $20 
each per night, irrespective of location; seats 
in the parquet and balcony sell for $8, and in 
the gallery tor $1.50. General admission will 
be $1.50 and $2. I was just Jooking over the 
memoranda of my sales when in Philadelphia 
with Mapleson, and I find we are now away 
ahead.” 


CORNELL & SPENCER. 

A BLOOMINGTON MAN TELLS WHAT HE KNOWS 
OF THE COLLECTORS—ONB OF THEIR LET 
TERS. 

It appears that the fame of Cornell & Spen- 
cer and the feeling of dissatisfaction with 
Spencerian workmanship has extended as far 
as Bloomington, III. Mr. R. A. Pike, a lawyer 
of that city, writes to say that he turned overa 
number of claims to the firm for collection. In 
the case of Behr vs. Pullen, which was a $56 
account, the collectors settled. he says, for 
$35, contrary to his instructions, put the 
money down,“ and said they had not collect- 
edit. Mr. Pike says that be gave the claim to 
another person in this city, who saw the de- 
fendant, the latter showing a receipt in full. 
Cornell & Spencer charged Mr. Pike 25 per cent 
for baving the use of his money for about 
seven months, and he also had to pay the 
man whom he employed to investigate 
the matter. Cornell & Spencer said the 
bookkeeper had made a mistake. In the case 
of Lipp vs. Lightha‘l,which involved about $25, 
the firm made the collection, and then said 
they had not collected the money. So Mr. Pike 
turned the diaim over to another attorney, 
who saw the defendant, and the latter showed 
a receipt in full. This second attorney finally 
got the money, but Mr. Pike had to pay double 
fees again. He says he has written them to re- 
turn his old claims, but they refuse to send 
them Or to answer his letters. 

Mr. Pike incloses a letter from Cornell & 
Spencer which illustrates the flrm's method of 
duing business. It reads: 

“We have brought suit before Asa Farnum, 
a suburban Justice, in the case of Otto Lipp 
vs. Lighthall, and he will fight it. We want 
you to send us the note in said case. He has 
made a partial admission that he would pay 
what it would cost him to fight it, which could 
not be less than $15. We don’t know whether 
it could be collected or not, but have oondluded 
to give him a rattie. Please send us the note 
at once, or exact copy sworn to, to set up the 
fact of its loss. CORNELL & SPENCER.” 


NOT A FULL EXPLANATION. 
THE POLICE HAVE NOT TOLD WHY GARY WAS 
CONFINED 80 LONG. 

No formal complaint has as yet been made 
againt the Desplaines street police officers on 
account of the strange and unexplained deten- 
tion of Gary, the man who was robbed while 
drunk and went to the station to complain. 

“TI shall certainly investigate the case as 
soon as charges are made,“ said Chief Doyle 
yesterday; but no one can expect me to dis- 
charge a man ona simple, unsupported asser- 
tion. The officers’ records at the station show 
that Mrs. Gary's statement is not true. Her 
husband was locked up Wednesday, not Mon- 
day, as she charges. Besides, what object 
would Capt. Bonfield have in keeping in a cell 
a penniless man whom he did not know?” 

**How do you know that the station records 
are correct?“ he was asked. 

I have every reason to believe them to be 
truthful. They have never yet been found in- 
accurate.” 

Notwithstanding the Chief's faith in the 
records it is a fact that the telegraph operator 
at the West Chicago Avenue Station testified 
at the Patton trial that “the records were 
made up to suit the Superintendent.“ 

Undoubtedly all the records are cooked and 
doctorea the moment it is found any blunder 
has been made. The vital point is that Mrs. 
Gary gave a description of ber husband to the 
police, and they telephoned every station, in- 
cluding the one where he was then locked up, 
and the unanimous reply was: Nothing 
known of bim.“ This shakes the hitherto im- 
piicit faith in police ail-knowingness, and opens 
the door to the horrible suspicion that they 
may make mistakes—even the Only Doyle. 


THE NEW GRAND JURY 
WILL PROBABLY INVESTIGATE CERTAIN COUNTY 
MATTERS. 

The grand jury for the February term ot the 
Criminal Court was impaneled yesterday by 
Judge Rogers. Judge Rogers complimented 
the seventeen men before him on their intelli- 
gent appearance, and charged them to waste 
no time talking to garrulous witnesses, to avoid 
enses from the police courts against small 
boys, and tu closely scrutinize embezzlement 
cases in which the prusecuting witnesses 
bring their suits to force settle- 
ments. He told the jury also to 
hasten on with its work in minor matters that 
it might pave time to investigate the charges 
against the County Administration. The jury 
held a session of one hour and coysidered five 
cases from the South Side Police Court.

A BARROW ESCAPE FOR THE PBASSENGERS—

The track at this 
poiot makes a curve, and then passes over 
a little bridge, twenty-five feet high, 
which spans what is now a slough 
but was formerly one of the feeders of the 
canal. The engine passed around the curve. 
The tender, in some inexplicable way, jumped 
the track. The baggage-car, smoker, parior- 
chairar, and sleeper followed suit. All ex- 
cept the engine went bumping along over the 
ties, swaying from aide to side, jarring, and 
jolting, to the horror of the dismayed passen- 
gers, until the little bridge was reached. The 
engine, still keeping on the track, ran across 
all right and dragged nearly all the cars after 


it. It is a singie- k bridge, but the tender 


and baggage-car - smoker bumped over 
safely on the bridge-timbers. The rear truck 
of the parlor-chair- coach slipped off, or got 
knocked off in some way, and fell through the 
bridge to the ground. The sleeper, also con- 
siderably banged about, barely got across the 
bridge, stopping perhaps eighteen inches from 
the verge. The train cameto a halt at this 
point and an examination was made. It was 
found that nobody was killed, and hardly any- 
body was injured. The greater number of the 
passengers were in the smoking-car, which, 
although tossed and jolted about, was not 
nearly as badly battered as the cars behind it. 
There was one traveling-man inthe parlor- 
chair-coach who received some bruises, and 
was cut about the face, but he didn't consider 
his injuries serious enough to make a parade 
of them. The passengers were held at this 
desolate and out-of-the-way point until word 
could be sent to the city, when an engine and 
special coach were sent down to bring them in. 
The cars, however, remained where they were 
up to yesterday morning, and may, perhaps, 
be still there, the sleeper and parior-c hair- 
coach being pretty badly wrecked. The others 
are sill in passable shape. Passengers 
commg in Saturday night and Sun- 
day morning had to de transferred at 
the bridge, owing to the way in which it. had 
been racked and shaken by the cars which had 
been dragged overit. Possibly at this time it 
is allright. Had it not been for the fact that 
the locomotive stuck to the rails there would 
undoubedly have been a terrible accident, for 
without the stay and support which it gave 
the cars they would all have plunged headlong 
through the bridge, and though the descent 
was not great, comparatively speaking, a 
twenty-five-foot fall is apt to be serious. 

A curious feature of the accident is the way 
in which the train-men—engineer, conductor, 
etc.—kept all knowledge of it from their em- 
ployers. A reporter, after baving learned the 
facts outlined above, dropped around to the 
Wabasb office, and found that none of the peo- 
ple there knew anything about the matter, and 
that all denied its occurrence. They all stated 
that the train had _ arrived on time, 
with its cars all right. It is evident, 
therefore, that there was a sort of conspiracy 
among the company’s employés on tbe train, 
who probably thought the accident was due to 
their own blunder or carelesness, to suppress 
the facts lest they should be dismissed by their 
superior officers. That cannot be a well-con- 
ducted road, however, where subordinates are 
ableto keep such accidents, involving, as in 
this instance, the loss of property valued at 
about $50,000, from coming to the ears of their 
superiors. There is certainly need of reforma- 
tion here, and it might be well for the stock- 
holders of the Wabash to putsome officers on 
duty at Chicago who.cannot be hoodwinked 
and guiled as the people in authority at Chica- 
go evidently were with reference to this disas- 
trous affair at Coniey's Station.

THE COUNCIL 

THE ROOKERY LEASED TO H. 8. EVERHART. 

The Council met last night. 

A communication from Edward C. Waller, 
on behalf of a syndicate of capitalists, was 
read offering to lease the old City-Hall proper- 
ty tor a term of ninety-nine years at a rent of 
$30,000 a year, the syndicate to erect a fire- 
peoot building upori the site of the old City- 
Hall at a cost of $1,000,000, the company to pay 
one year’s rent in advance from May 1, 1886. 
The communication was laid over temporarily. 

A communication was presented by Ald. 
Campbell from the Chicago Stock Exchange of- 
fering to lease the same property on the same 
terms, but offering, in addition, to lease per- 
petually one floor of the proposed building for- 
the use of the Public Library, and, should the 
library not need the room, to devote the rent 
derived from that room te the sole use of the 
Public Library Fund. The same Alder- 
man presented anotner offer from Henry 
Hosmer of $381,000 a year for the 
game property upon the same terms. 
Before a debate could be entered upon in 
either of these propositions the special order 
of business arrived for disposing of the prop- 
osition of Henry 8. Everhart on the same ques- 
tion, it having deen drafted in the 
shape of an ordinance and published in the 
proceedings of the Council at its last meeting, 
in which he offers $30,000 a year for the same 
property. the lease to begin March 1, 1885, but 
no provision is made forthe payment of rent 
until May 1, 1886, when $2,500 would be paid 
for one month’s rent, and $2,500 the first of 
every month thereafter. 

OBJECTING TO THE TERMS. 

Ald. Shorey and Campbell denounced the 
adoption of Everhart's ordinance in the strong- 
est terms, notwithstanding the fact that it had 
been recommended by the Finance Committee. 
Ald. Campbell denounced the ordinance as a 
job in the interest of some person or persons 
connected with the City Council. Ald, Shorey 
said that by some “ hocus pocus work sub- 
stantial real-estate and business men who 
knew the full value of the property 
were never accorded a chance to make 
ae bid for it, There was a great deal 
of wrangimg over the question, but 
it was useless, as the gang was fed 
upon the passage of the ordinance. A8 an 
amendment to the ordinance Ald, Hull moved 
that a revaluauon of the property should be 
made every twenty years, and that in no case 
should the rent of it be less than $30,000 per 
annum. Ald. Dixon moved as an additional 
amendment that Everbart should guaran- 
tee the erection of his build- 
ing within three years after obtaining the 
lease, otherwise the ‘property to revert back to 
the city. Both amendments were adopted, and 
the rookery property was finally leased to 
‘Everhart by the following vote:

S. S. MERRILL. 


Stories Told of the Lately Deceased 
Manager of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway Illustrating His Char- 
acteristics, 

Milwaukee Sentinel: Some ten or twelve 
years ago there was employed in Mr. Merrill's 
office a clerk in whom complete confidence was 
reposed. He was intrusted with many of the 
corporation's secrets and given the bandling of 
funds in large amounts. Unfortunately, the 
young man commenced sowing his wild oats, 
found his salary insufficient to support his ex- 
travagance, and frequently abstracted small 
amounts from the railway company’s funds to 
meet the deficiency. These amounts gradually 
increased in size until the young man, realizing 
the position he was in, made one grand haul 
and left for parts unknown. His departure 
led to a discovery of all bis peculations. The 
information was communicated to Mr. Merrill, 
who, after a moment's reflection, sent for the 
company’s special agent, and ordered that of- 
ficial to institute a search for the absent clerk. 

„Follow bim,“ said Mr. Merrill, to China 
if necessary,’’ and bring him back. Keep this 
matter juliet and spare no expense in bringing 
the young man back to this office.” 

The few other persons who knew of the em- 
bezzlement were enjoined to strict secrecy, and 
very few ever learned of the facts. Any in- 
quiry which might be made regarding the 
young man’s absence was met by the reply 
that he was taking his summer vacation, but 
just where was not known. 

In the meantime a diligent bunt for the 
young man was in progress. He was traced 
to Detroit, and from there through Canada to 
the Atlantic coast, where’ he sailed for Ru- 
rope just twelve hours in advance of the spe- 
cial agent’s arrival. Authorities on the other 
side of the Atlantic were cabled, and the 
young man’s arrest ordered. This was suc- 
cessfully accomplished, the clerk was re- 
turned to America and trauskerred to the cus- 
tody of the railway company’s agent. To that 
official a full confession was made, and, find- 
ing himself completely in the company’s power, 
the young man calmly contemplated his fate, 
ox peot us nothing less than a State prison sen- 
tence. 

He was quietly taken before Mr. Merrill. 
who, to his compiete surprise, approached him 
pleasantiy, took him warmly by the hand, and 
said: Woll, back again I see. Sorry you 
staid away so long, as we needed you. Had a 
good time, though, I hope. Now, G——, your 
desk is justas you left it. No one has dis- 
turbed a paper, and you can get to work at 
once. Here, look over these accounts, and see 
that they are properly checked.“ 

The young man, dumfounded at this recep- 
tion, asin fact was the special agent, burst 
into tears, and could not fully realize the sit- 
uation, until Mr. Merrill again broke in with: 
Come, what are you doing there? Get into 
that chair as quick as you can and check those 
accounts. And, by the way, I don't want to 
ever heara word regarding certain events of 
recent date, which you perhaps know of.”’ 

The young man did go to work, began a new 
life, attended to his duties as he never had be- 
fore, advanced himself in rank asa railway 
employé, made good to the company the 
amount he had stolen, and several years later 
left the company with as good a letter of rec 
ommendation as any man ever received. He 
today occupies a prominent position with one 
of the leading railways of the country, and for 
it thanks his old employer, S. 8. Merrill. 

Manager Merrill's regard for faithful em- 
ployés is well illustrated in the following inci- 
dent: A colored boy, who had some time pre- 
vious served as a porter on Mr. Merrill’s private 
car, and who had rendered excellent service in 
that capacity, was accidentally killed. Upon 
learning of the accident, Mr. Merrill immedi- 
ately gave orders that every necessary arrange- 
ment for the funeral service and burial of the 
young man be made, bis own purse contributing 
to that purpose. The day of the funeral chanced 
to be an unusually busy one at the General 
Manager's office, and from early morning the 
piace was fairly besiered with callers desirous 
of making contracts for rail, ties, spikes, and 
other supplies, representatives of variqus 
corporations, and individuals having per- 
sonal matters to attend to. Mr. Merrill | 
disposed of them as fast as he could, 
but as the day moved on into the 
afternoon there was yet more than a half-dozen 
in waiting. Ascertaining the wants of each, he 
granted an audience to those with whom a 
meeting could not be conveniently postponed, 
and then, passing into the waiting-room, he 
said: “Gentlemen, you must excuse me to- 
day. Ihave not time to consider your cases 
this afternoon, as I must attend a funeral.“ 

And in the midst of the lowly but honest- 
hearted people who were present at the faith- 
ful porter's funeral was Manager 8. 8. Merrill. 

The purse of Mr. Merriil has scores of times 
been quietly opened to the relief of poor and 
needy persons, and it will never be known 
what mount he has distributed in this quiet 
manner. Several years ago a subscription- 
paper was circulated in the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul's general offices to raise a few 
hundred dollars for the relief of a deserving 
person. It chanced that Mr. Merrill was out 
of tne city at the time, and before he had re- 
turned the required amount bad been raised 
and turned over to the person for whom it was 
intended. A short time after that Mr. Merrill 
heard of the transaction, and immediately sum- 
moned the person who had circulated the. sub- 
scription paper. 

Ho much did you put me down for?” in- 
quired Mr. Merrill, drawing his pocketbook. 
Nothing! Do you mean to say that you per- 
mitted that list to be closed without my name 
on it? Now never let that thing occur again, if 
you wish to be friendly with me, and the cir- 
culator readily saw that Mr. Merriil felt in- 
jured that he had not been permitted to con- 
tribute his portion to the charitable fund 
which had been raised and turned over.

It is not yet set- 
tled whether the call will be held during Change 
hours or not, but at least some parties are in favor 
of having the two synchronous, and the idea was 
advanced yesterday that it would perhaps be better 
to distribute the calls for diferent articles over 
the time of "Change, so that parties who want to 
trade only in corn (for instance) would not be 
obliged to sit for half an hour or more waiting for 
that article to be called. In this event another 
change would probably be made: the holding of a 
continuous session till 2 o’clock. Indeed, there 
are a good many people who would like to see a 
continuous session, irrespective of the call, and 
this is one of the things to be moved for in the 
near future.
